On the City 
Relief Crisis 


With the state legislature having brushed 
aside its obligations, the City Council will be 
_ forced to pass new tax measures when it 
meets on Tuesday in order to stop the 10 per 
t relief cut in effect since March 26. 
Before the Council are several proposals. 
" Laborite Councilman Vladeck’s plan for a 


* bank receipts tax, which would net from 


$5,000,000 to $6,000,000, is the measure that 


the Council should pass. 


The various sales tax proposals, on the 
other hand, should be rejected. They would 


hurt the average New York most. For exam- 


ple, hiking th 2 per cent sales tax on utility 
bills of $1.50—electricity, gas and refriger- 
ation—fall hardest on families of small in- 
come. If such a measure should be passed, 
this $1.50 minimum should be raised at least 
to $5.00 with graduated higher taxes on big 
business and banking establishments. 

With the bank tax plan, if enacted, tak- 
ing care of the immediate crisis created by 
the legislature, the main problem would still 
remain: how to raise sufficient funds for the 
rest of the year—and not only for New York 


City but for the entire state. 


This is where Governor Lehman must 


_ gtep into the picture by calling a special ses- 


sion of the legislature. At this special ses- 
sion, the legislature must return the $12,- 


_ 000,000 in utility taxes which it stole from 
| the city. At the same time, the legislature 


must help both New York City and the rest 
ot the state by jacking up the state's share 
Of the relief burden from 40 to 60 per cent.

When asked.by the reporters to tell something of 
his conference with Hitler, Hoover hid behind the old 
dodge that he had had conversations with many 
European government officials and would not want 
to repeat them. I tried to press him on this point. 
“Without revealing any of your conversations, would 
you tell us,” I asked, “what you thought of Hitler 
himself?” “I don't think I want to go into any of 
those questions,” he replied. 


Hoover, however, is not the least shy now in re- 
peating the Nazi type of propaganda in the United 
States against President Rossevélt, But he was most 
circumspect not to say a syllable about his friend 
Hitler. 


By general agreement of the reporters, Hoover was 
more expansive in this interview than he had ever 
been before. Coming from the very headquarters t 
the world war preparations, Mr. Hoover's main pur- 
pose seemed to be to allay vigilance at the threat of 
a fascist-instigated world holocaust. 

When the Nazis and the Italian fascists do not at 
all conceal their war plans and their war aims, Mr. 
Hoover spent most of his time trying to convince 
newspaper readers, through his interview, that there 
really was no war danger. 

He said that “the authoritarian nations ware on the 
“defensive,” that they wouldn't move an army on the 
“offensive.” 

At this point I broke into Mr. Hoover's explanation 
and asked: “Do you call the invasion of Austria by 
German fascism a ‘d@fensive’ or ‘offensive’ act?” Mr. 
Hoover, who had been sitting immobile in his chair 
phiegmatically uttering his apolegetics for fascism, sud- 
denly jumped around and looked up annoyed by what 
he obviously considered the impertinence of a question 
assailing the motives of his friends the Nazis. 1 
wouldn't call that a military operation,” he replied. 


Austria is raped while 250,000 German troops with 
all modern instruments of death pointed at the Aus- 
trian people and Mr. Hoover would not call this a 
military operation. Perhaps in the ideology of the 
Liberty Leaguers this would be regarded as a picnic. 
The Nazi army marches its troops through Austria to 
me borders of Czechoslovakia. Immediately the Ger- 
man fascists make the most arrogant threats of an 
urmed invasion of Czechoslovakia after their army 
had trampled on Austrian integrity, and Mr. Hoover 
would ‘not consider this “a military operation.”
